Buerk acquitted 

Westland principal found 
not guilty in sting case

Stevenson Junior High School 
principal Richard Buerk will be 
back to school on Monday, fol¬ 
lowing his acquittal this week 
of charges stemming from an 
undercover State Police 
“sting” operation at an 1-275 
rest stop in Canton Township. 

Buerk, who had been charged 
with indecent exposure and dis¬ 
orderly conduct, was found not 
guilty of the charges after a 
more than two-hour trial before 
35th District Court Judge 
James Garbor Monday. 

According to his attorney, C. 
^harles Bokos, “the court had 
K^bt that there was a violation 
Bjj^te laws and found him not 

“I obviously am pleased for 
my client,” Bokos said in an in¬ 
terview Tuesday. “We knew he 
would be exonerated once the 
court heard all of the evi¬ 
dence.” 

Buerk had been suspended 
with pay from his job on Oct. 
17 as the result of a story which 
appeared in The Eagle that day 
about his arrest and those of 
several other area residents 
during the State Police crack¬ 
down on alleged homosexual 
activities at the rest stop. 

Following his acquittal Mon¬ 
day, he was reinstated to his 
administrative, position at the 


junior high school, and, based 
on the recommendation of Su¬ 
perintendent Dr. Dennis 
O’Neill, the Board of Education 
voted to dismiss tenure charges 
that had been brought against 
him as the result of the arrest. 

“I’m very glad it’s behind 
us,” O’Neill said of the inci¬ 
dent. “We all had to do some 
things we didn’t like doing, but 
they were done in the best in¬ 
terests of the school district. 
Personally, I am very pleased 
for Rich (Buerk).” 

Janet Luke, who had been 
named as an acting assistant 
principal at the school, follow¬ 
ing Buerk’s suspension, will re¬ 
turn to her classroom duties. 
According to O’Neill, Buerk 
will be “taking a few vacation 
days” before returning to school 
next week. 

He added that the principal 
will have the support of the 
school district’s administrative 
staff, noting that “if you be¬ 
lieve in the principle of inno¬ 


cent until proven guilty, you 
have to support him now. He 
had his day in court and he was 
found not guilty.” 

“If you believe in the princi¬ 
ples of this democracy, then 
you have to support the man. 
We will and we will help in any 
way we can,” O’Neill con¬ 
cluded. 

According to Bokos, he and 
his client will be looking., at 
possible litigation against the 
media as the result of newspap¬ 
er and television coverage of 
the arrests. 

“It was a travesty of justice; 
it was unfair to lump my client 
together with the other cases,” 
Bokos said. “Assumptions were 
made as a result that weren’t 
true. 

‘‘He’s been besmerched 
beyond belief. In my 20 years 
in law I have never seen a 
client subjected to the grief 
that he was. The media literal¬ 
ly tried and convicted him be¬ 
fore he had his day in court.”

Romulus city officials and 
some residents, upset over the 
number of adult foster care 
facilities (group homes) going 
into the city as compared to 
certain other communities, 
have been unable to get what 
they term a ‘‘reasonable” 
answer as to the city’s power to 
have a say in matters concern¬ 
ing the controversial care set¬ 
tings. 

At Monday evening’s council 
meeting, clerk Linda Choate 
said she had not received 
answers from inqueries made 
to various state and county de¬ 
partments, including Director 
of Social Services Mary Agnes 
Monsieur. “The only answer 
I’ve gotten was from Senator 
(Gerald) Faust’s office, who’ve 
had trouble getting information 
too.” 

Senate Bill 179, which was in¬ 
troduced by Faust in 1983, 


would make adult foster care' 
facilities adhere to strict guide¬ 
lines, including possibly limit¬ 
ing the number of such homes 
in the community based on 
“the population of the munici¬ 
pality multiplied by a fraction 
equal to the number of existing 
community placement 
beds ... divided by the popula¬ 
tion of this state.” 

Other stipulations in the bill 
include periodic inspection re¬ 
ports turned over to the local 
clerk’s office, that there be “at 
least one community place¬ 
ment facility within each muni¬ 
cipality in the county in which 
the facility is proposed to be 
situated, and that a list of 
name, address and official 
position of each person having 
an ownership interest in the 
facility” be turned over to the 
local clerk’s offices. 

But, according to councilman 
Barry Baumann, who said he 
had “been in touch with Sena¬ 
tor Faust’s office earlier” Mon¬ 
day, the bill was “shot down in 
Lansing.” 

Baumann reported that 
“Faust’s office was busy pre¬ 
paring a new bill, one which 
would give the localities more 
teeth, more say” into what 
happens in the communities. 

According to Choate, a num¬ 
ber of residents had contacted 
city hall after attempts to get 
more information about prop¬ 
osed group homes in their 
neighborhoods failed. They had 
been directed to call the consul¬ 
tant for the home, as stated on 
the license. 

“One women,” said Choate, 
“told me how upset she was, 
not over the home really, but 
over the way she had been tre¬ 
ated by the consultant. 

“She said that the consultant 
told her ‘It doesn’t make any 
difference, you can’t do any¬ 
thing anyways.” 

Beginning in September, 
when council had four group 
home proposals before them, 
they decided to stop conducting 
public hearings on the homes, 
since they were unable to have 
any say into the situations. Be¬ 
cause of the council-conducted 
meetings, many residents 
vented their wrath at the 
board, unaware of their no-win 
situation. “No matter what, 
they get upset with us, and it 


cost the city money to hold the 
hearings,” said Baumann at 
the time. 

Instead of public hearings, 
the city has held its obligation 
to inform home owners living 
within 1,500 feet of the prop¬ 
osed sites by letter, which in¬ 
cludes the name and telephone 
number of the home consultant, 
who, according to the applica¬ 


tions, is to give out information 
on the type of home (mentally 
ill or retarded, etc.), the num¬ 
ber of residents, and other 
pertinent information. 

In an effort to reduce what 
seems to be a glut of group 
homes in certain communities 
while others remain untouched, 
the city of Wayne recently 
adopted a resolution stating 
their concern that a criterion 
be developed for a “fair share ” 
policy which would apply 
throughout the state. 

It states that: 

1. The State should adopt a 
fair share policy, based on pa¬ 
tient population, regarding the 
placement of the handicapped 
and the retarded in the cities 


and townships throughout the 
state. 

2. The cities and townships 
must be made an integral part 
in the planning and placement 
of these facilities, consistent 
with their land use responsibili¬ 
ties. 

3. To encourage compliance, 
the State’s fair share policy 
could be linked to the reim¬ 
bursement of State funds for 
various programs.

4. The State should stop pifo- 
cessing all adult foster care 
licenses until the present leg¬ 
islation is reviewed and a fair 
share policy is adopted. 

5. The State should increase 
the level of staffing and better 
train the individuals that own) 

operate group homes. 

*** 

6. The mentally ill should not 
be involved with the Small 
Group Home Program. An 
alternate program should be 
developed for the placement of 
the mentally ill in communi¬ 
ties. 

7. Adult foster care licenses 
should be limited to one per 
owner/operator. 

8. All budgets for the opera¬ 
tion of group homes should be 
reviewed by the State, in par¬ 
ticular the Department of Man¬ 
agement and Budget.

Despite the heart-warming 
picture of a bow-decorated pup¬ 
py waiting under a Christmas 
tree, the holiday season is not 
a good time for pet giving and 
receiving, said Michigan 
Humane Society (MHS) em¬ 
ployee Ron Blauet. 


“We try to discourage people 
from giving pets at Christmas 
time,“ Blauet, MHS director of 
education and public relations, 
explained. “In fact, the hectic 
holiday season is probably the 
worst time of the year to start a 
good human-pet relationship.” 

Holiday confusion, Blauet ex¬ 
plained, makes it an undesir¬ 
able, and even dangerous, time

to introduce a pet into a family. 

“A new pet really needs a 
normal routine to adjust quietly 
and safely to new surround¬ 
ings,” the director explained. 
“That’s why we recommend 
getting a new pet at least a 
week or two before or after the 
holidays.” 

Any pet adoption, Blauet 
stressed, should only be made 
after a potential owner has con¬ 
sidered the responsibility of pet 
ownership and is sure he or she 
can provide a good home for the 
new pet. 

Impulsive pet adoption, espe¬ 
cially when done for someone

“It still surprises me, after 59 
years as an animal welfare 
agency, how many people think 
we are a state agency or that we 
receive some kind of help from 
the state,” Blauet said.

“When you get a pet for some¬ 
one else, what you’re really 
doing is making a 12- to 20-year 
commitment for that person,” 
Blauet explained. “That’s not a 
decision that should be made 
for someone else, and it often 
doesn t work out the way people 
plan. 

“We see an increase in the 
numbers of animals returned to 
our shelters after Christmas,” 
Blauet reported. “Our normal 
return rate is about 3 to 4 per¬ 
cent. After Christmas it can in¬ 
crease to 6 or 7 percent. 

“For these reasons, we won’t 
adopt a pet to a third party, and 
we normally close our adoption 
centers,a few days before and 
after Christmas ” 

The holidays, however, are an 


able through the MHS. Bumper 
stickers ($1), hats ($4), Christ¬ 
mas cards ($6), holiday mugs 
($4), spree entertainment 
coupon books ($7) and T-shirts 
($6) are printed with MHS 
graphic logos and messages to 
give in time for Christmas.

Fisher murder investigation continues

The Wayne County Prosecutor’s Office is reviewing facts sur¬ 
rounding the death of Ella Marie Fisher, who was murdered in 
her Canton Township home in July. 

“The case is still under investigation, and we are working with 
the prosecutor’s office and trying to determine the best avenue of

approach,” Canton Police Lt. Larry Stewart explained. 

A special prosecutor is questioning witnesses and reviewing evi¬ 
dence which includes laboratory tests and doctors’ reports, Ste¬ 
wart said. 

“He may come back with a recommendation that we request a 
warrant, or give us some other suggestions for what directions we 
should take.” 

Ella Fisher was 32 years old when, on July 20, her family re¬ 
moved life support systems that had kept her mechanically alive 
since she was found unconscious on her living room floor July 15. 

She had apparently been held while her arms and feet were 
bound with rope and duct tape was wrapped around her head, 
covering her nose and mouth. Police estimated that Fisher had 
been deprived of an adequate air supply for almost two hours. 

The attempted murder was discovered by the victim’s hus¬ 
band, Charles Fisher, 44, who said he was awakened by noises in 
his Thornwood home shortly after midnight. 

Fisher told police he went into the kitchen to investigate and 
was knocked unconscious, later waking to find himself tied and on 
his bed. He freed himself, he said, went into the living room and 
stumbled over his wife, bound on the floor. 

The victim was transported to the hospital, where she remained 
in a coma. Charles Fisher was examined for bruises to the hand 
and knee and released. 

About $200 in cash and the family’s truck, later recovered in 
Detroit, were stolen in the incident. Additional money and electro-

nic equipment in the home were left untouched. 

Stewart, in charge of the case, said that police could find no 
signs of forced entry in the Fisher’s home, and that subsequent 
attempts to identify perpetrators have failed. 

Stewart said that, although Fisher has not been eliminated as a 
suspect in his wife’s death, no warrant has been requested and 
that investigators “are still open to the possibility that other people 
may be involved. 

“It’s not our practice to name suspects until a warrant has been 
issued,’ ’ Stewart explained, “and announcing that we intend to seek a 
warrant is premature. You go to a prosecutor, not for the purpose of 
asking for a warrant, but to learn what more you need 
to establish a case against anybody. 

“We have not requested a warrant in this case,” Stewart stres¬ 
sed, “nor do we have any immediate plans for doing so.” 

Fisher’s attorney, Daniel Burress, responded to published re¬ 
ports that his client is a prime suspect in the murder of his wife, 
and that police intend to seek a warrant for him. 

“This is a man who is grieving deeply over the death of his 
wife,” Burress said of his client. “If you’ve talked to him, he’s 
told you not only of his innocence, but his desire to have the peo¬ 
ple involved brought to justice. 

“Nobody from the newspapers publishing those statement? has 
called me,” Burress added, “but it looks like the police obviously 
don’t have anyone else, so they’re going after Mr. Fisher — that’s 
how it would appear.” 

Fisher’s lawyer said he has requested copies of the results of 
tests performed by the police, and that he understands test re¬ 
sults are inconclusive. 

“I don’t know why I haven’t been supplied with follow-up results of 
tests that have been run,” Burress said. “The last word I had from 


police was on Oct. 9.” 

Burress also denied reports that his client has refused to be in¬ 
terviewed by police. 

“Mr. Fisher was interviewed by the police for at least four 
hours after the incident,” Burress said. “Upon my advise, he is 
now speaking through me, but I can communicate with him at 

“If they catch the people who did this, 
that’s great.

any time, and I am willing to receive written questions for him 
from the police. 

“Mr. Fisher has spent hours with the police, has cooperated 
with them and told them everything he can,” Burress added. 
“Any suggestion that he has not communicated with them should 
be questioned thoroughly.” 

In an interview with the Eagle in September, Fisher said that, 
while he hoped his wife’s attackers were caught, he was “concen¬ 
trating primarily on trying to hold myself together. 

“If they catch the people who did this, which I hope they do, 
that’s great,” Fisher said. “That way, they won’t hurt anyone 
else. But our lives are ruined, either way. Nothing will ever be 
the same for me again.” 

Fisher, a micro-biologist, sold the Canton home last month and 
returned to a teaching position at Ross University in Dominica, 
an island in the West Indies. 

Ella Marie Fisher was a graduate student in trans-cultural 
nursing at Wayne State University. She planned to pursue a nurs¬ 
ing career in Bolivia after obtaining her degree.

I 
placed a call to the Customer 
Service Number on the invoice 
and reached Mike B in the 
Southfield, Michigan office. I

Residents of Wayne will commemorate 
this weekend the 10th anniversary of their 
Community Center opening. 

The Community Center is a shining exam¬ 
ple of what can happen when citizens and 
government officials work together towards 
a common goal.

lax, exchange ideas, celebrate an occasion, 
learn new skills or, simply, to have fun. 

With 20,000 visitors passing through the 
Community Center each month, one would 
expect a measure of controversy. Com¬ 
plaints regarding inadequate services, sche¬ 
duling and prices, however, have surfaced 
infrequently. 

Soon this community resource will enable 
the City of Wayne to receive national recog¬ 
nition. More than 3,500 skaters from around 
the world will compete here next August in 
the Ice Skating Institute of America Re¬ 
creational Championships. The Community 
Center will serve as headquarters for the 
international event. 

We encourage residents of Wayne and sur¬ 
rounding communities to participate in the 
lOth anniversary celebration which begins 
Friday at the Community Center. Persons of 
all ages will find something of interest 
whether it be racquetball, ice skating, car¬ 
toons, dancing or old-fashioned com- 
araderie. 

After 10 years the Wayne Community Cen¬ 
ter rates among the most positive develop¬ 
ments in the history of the city. We hope the 
next 10 years bring continued success.

I am happy to report receipt of 
a letter in response to my letter 
to Dr. Ronald 0. Skoog, Director 
of the Department of Natural Re¬ 
sources, requesting early 
approval of the Wayne County 
Solid Waste Management Plan 
that was submitted to the De¬ 
partment. 

The letter indicated that the 
approval of the plan in no way 
obviates the responsibility of dis¬ 
posal area operators to comply 
with Act 641 and the rules prom¬ 
ulgated thereunder. 

The Wayne County Solid Waste 
Management Committee has 
been working diligently for a 
long time putting together a plan 
that affects the solid waste dis¬ 
posal. I can personally attest to 
the diligent efforts for I have 
attended a number of meetings 
and know of the sincere desire to 


put together a plan that will be¬ 
nefit everyone concerned. 

I introduced the first piece of 
legislation enacted into law in 
1965 and later additional legisla¬ 
tion setting Michigan on the road 
to better waste management. 
Back in the early days of my 
career, 1 had discovered that 
there was not one statute con¬ 
trolling or regulating waste in 
this State. We, as a State, have 
been moving slowly in that direc¬ 
tion. 

With the early approval in less 
than one month after receiving 
the plan, the Department of 
Natural Resources took affirma¬ 
tive action. This will then allow 
Wayne County to submit applica¬ 
tions for funding for resource re¬ 
covery projects and other ave¬ 
nues open to the County to man¬ 
age the solid waste more effi¬ 
ciently and to reduce depend¬ 
ence upon landfills. Wayne Coun¬ 
ty is now in a position to begin 


implementation of the plan de¬ 
veloped by the Wayne County 
Solid Waste Management Com¬ 
mittee.

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Shopping... 




Picture a family of the 1800’s riding by 
horse-drawn wagon five long miles to shop 
“in town.” It was no doubt an event, one 
that occurred infrequently and considered 
very special. Once in town, there were li¬ 
mited selections and high prices, but ex¬ 
citement and the entertainment of a fami¬ 
ly outing, nontheless. 

We look back now, and see that “town” 
shopping has long since given way to shop¬ 
ping center malls. In these new meccas of 
shopping, prices are and have been com¬ 
petitive, selections are mind-boggling and 
the attraction to shoppers nearly unpar- 
ralled. 

Downtown centers have been dealt stag¬ 
gering blows by these centers. Their abil¬ 
ity to do said damage was aided by chain- 
type stores, economy of scale and to some 
extent, the arrogant, self-centered attitude 
historically present with small town mer¬ 
chants. 

“If the public wants it, they have to 
come to us to get it and they’ll pay our 
price for it,” was the attitude many local 
merchants had for many years. In 
marketing, the textbooks say, “find a need 
and fill it.” Centers found this need, per¬ 
petuated by the poor attitude of smaller 
merchants, and they filled it. 

Of late, however, shoppers have grown 
weary of being treated by mall store em¬ 
ployees like cattle. They dislike being ser¬ 
viced by clerks who know little or nothing 
of the products they are paid to sell. 

The entrepreneural spirit in recent 
years has enveloped the country and a 
new breed of hometown merchants has 
been emerging. Some are the sons and 
daughters of old-time merchants. Some 
are mates of breadwinners who have the 
luxury of working for litUe or no wages 


while getting a shop established. Some are 
business or marketing grads who feel they 
“know what the people want and how to 
give it to them.” 

These hometown folks are marketing 
their products or services with style, 
pizazz and creativity. They advertise with 
a plan, a purpose and in a manner that is 
well timed and coordinated in more than 
one media or medium. 

With all of that, it’s still tough going to 
compete against the big guys. Isolated, 
individual merchants have an impossible 
task, attracting and holding a trade. But. 
clustered with other merchants working in 
concert through community promotions, 
chamber of commerce or merchant asso¬ 
ciations that attract shoppers, they can 
compete, they can prosper and they can 
offer the consumers what malls can not or 
will not. 

Malls have seen this trend back to com¬ 
munity shopping. They are becoming 
more aware of the location of the market 
— and that is close to the center. They are 
advertising again locally, they are mod¬ 
ernizing and continuing to host commun¬ 
ity-oriented events. 

They know their strengths and they 
know their weaknesses. Local merchants 
need to become smarter and do the same. 
They must also learn to play their 
strengths. 

This Christmas season, after early pre¬ 
dictions of a strong selling quarter, fear 
has set in. Merchants are hanging out the 
“Sale” sign in order to buy a potential sag 
in sales resulting from a slowing of the 
economy. 

Shoppers, from early indications, are 
willing to spend and will therefore, benefit

Holiday mail tips offered 


With a little bit of care, holi¬ 
day cards and packages can 
arrive on time and in good 
shape, says Postmaster Pat¬ 
rick J. Tobin of Belleville. 

In addition to shopping and 
mailing early, customers are 
urged to properly address 
cards and packages with the 
name and house number and 
street (or post office box) num¬ 
ber, and the city, state and zip 
code reserved for the last line. 
Use of apartment numbers is 
encouraged. 

“It is also a good idea to put 
a slip of paper with the reci¬ 
pient’s name and address and 
your return address inside par¬ 
cels, and be sure the addres¬ 
sing on the outside of the par¬ 
cel includes your return 
address and zip code,” Tobin 
says. 

Customers also are reminded 
to check the size of their en¬ 
velopes before mailing Christ¬ 
mas and other holiday cards. 
Letter size standards require 
that envelopes be at least 3 -V 2 
inches high and 5 inches long to 
be accepted for mailing. 

According to Tobin parcels 
will arrive at their intended 
destination in good shape if one 
follows a few simple sugges¬ 
tions : 

CUSHION: Make sure con¬ 
tents are well-cushioned and 


there is no empty space in the 
box. Use crumpled newspaper 
around the item — including all 
sides, top and bottom. Com¬ 
mercially available foam shells 
or air-pocket padding also are 
good cushioning materials. 
Padded mailing bags are a 
good way to mail small items. 

DON’T OVERWRAP: Just 
use your carton. Brown paper 
and twine cord are not neces¬ 
sary. Paper can rip, the twine 
can become entangled in mail 
processing equipment. 

SEAL PROPERLY: Close 
your parcel with one of the 
three recommended types of 
tape: pressure sensitive, nylon- 
reinforced kraft paper, or 
glass-reinforced pressure sensi¬ 
tive. Don’t use cellophane tape 
or masking tape — they aren’t 
sturdy enough. It’s a good idea 
to put a slip with the address 
and return address inside the 
parcel. 

AVOID SMUDGES: Use 
smudge-proof ink for your 
addressing. 

POSITION ADDRESSES 
PROPERLY: Put the reci¬ 
pient’s address in the lower 
right portion of the package. 
Put your return address in the 
upper left corner of only one 
side of the package. Remove 
all other labels. 


USE ZIP CODES: Be sure to 
include the zip code in both the 
recipient’s and your address. 
Remember, wrong zip codes 
can delay the mail. 

APARTMENT NUMBERS: 
Using apartment numbers or 
suite numbers, when you know 
them, helps us deliver mail in 
large buildings. 

TIME IT RIGHT: Mail early 
in the month and early in the 
day. 

USE THE RIGHT SERVICE: 
Irreplaceable items, such as 
cash and other valuables, 
should be sent by registered 
mail. 

IF YOU RUN OUT OF 
TIME: Priority mail affords 
first-class handling for pack¬ 
ages weighing over 12 ounces 
and up to 70 pounds. Priority 
mail can be sent from any post 
office, station or branch or 
through rural carriers to any 
address in the U.S. Delivery of 
priority mail is accomplished 
in two to three days anywhere 
in the country. Priority mail 
can even be used for foreign 
mailings. 

The service is available with 
insurance, return receipt, COD, 
certificates of mailing and spe¬ 
cial delivery. Customers in¬ 
terested in priority mail should 
contact the post office for de¬ 
tails.

Preps pack power on offense and on defense

Move over, NFL. Here comes 
the Associated Newspapers’ 
1984 Class A All-Area team, 
featuring an offense just as po¬ 
tent as any National Football 
League team can offer. 

Running up a total offensive 
output of over 5000 yards, the 
Class A All-Area offense is one 
that any coach would love to 


have the opportunity to coach. 

A prerequisite for any good 
offense is a quarterback who is 
versatile and this team certain¬ 
ly has one in 5-10, 170-pound 
John Stoitsiadis of Livonia 
Churchill. Stoitsiadis did every¬ 
thing for the Chargers this sea¬ 
son except keep stats. If he 
had, he would have been im¬ 
pressed with his numbers. 

Stoitsiadis rushed for 605 
yards and 13 touchdowns and 
passed for another 1577 yards 
and 12 scores. He accounted for 
25 end zone visits and 2182 tot¬ 
al yards for the 2-7 Chargers, 
including a school-record 346 
passing yards in a three¬ 
overtime 37-31 thriller over 
Plymouth Canton. 

Coach Herb Osterland had 
high praise for his quarterback 
saying, “He can throw and run 
well. He’s very quick and an 
all-around athlete.’’ 

Move over, Dan Marino. 

When Stoitsiadis isn’t rushing 
or throwing the ball, the coach 
of this team can call on the 
likes of two dominating backs 
— 6-1, 180-pound Tony Boles, a 
junior from Westland John 


Glenn, and senior fullback 
Vince Morris (5-10, 180) from 
Romulus. 

Boles, who posted 1012 yards 
for Westland John Glenn this 
season — the second Rocket to 
do so in school history — is a 
lightning-quick runner. Just 
ask Belleville’s head coach 
Pete O’Neill, who saw Boles 
outrun his secondary for a 78- 
yard touchdown in the first 
game. When he isn’t breaking 
loose outside, he is running 
over people inside as he did 
against Highland Park in the 
Rockets’ 21-12 come-from- 
behind victory. 

Chuck Gordon, who has 
coached many fine backs in his 
eight years as Glenn head 
coach, said that Boles “had a 
great season and made 
tremendous improvement from 
his sophomore year. ” 

Boles rushed for 12 touch¬ 
downs and set a single-game 
school record with 260 yards 
against Belleville. 

Next to Boles in this back- 
field is Morris, who played a 
big part in Romulus’ 4-5 sea¬ 
son. Morris missed three 


games because of an injury but 
he rushed for 600-plus yards 
and scored 10'touchdowns. 
Morris’ high-water mark this 
season was his 205 yards 
against River Rouge. 

Morris’ coach, Norbert Glov¬ 
er, said of his high-scoring full¬ 
back, “Vince was the heart of 
our offense. We suffered with¬ 
out him, but he made a 
tremendous comeback.’’ 

With those two in the back- 
field. a coach could save a bun¬ 
dle on Grecian Formula-44. 
And with the addition of full¬ 
back Kevin Riley of Plymouth 
Salem at fullback, a coach 
might not even lose any hair. 

The 5-11, 170-pound senior 
from Salem piled up 513 yards 
in only 84 carries a third of his 
team’s rushing total as he helped 
Coach Tom Moshimer and the 
Rocks to a 3-6 record. Riley also 
scored 7 touchdowns. 

When Stoitsiadis isn’t run¬ 
ning the ball himself or hand¬ 
ing the ball off to Boles, Mor¬ 
ris, or Riley, he surely can find 
Dave DeMay or Craig Morton 
downfield for a pass. 

DeMay, a 6-1, 160-pound split 


end from Livonia Franklin, 
caught 32 passes for 400 yards 
this season including 7 for 86 
yards in the Patriots’ 7-0 upset 
win over Glenn and victory over 
Churchill. Coach Armard Vigna 
descirbed DeMay as “the best 
split end we’ve every had.” 

If DeMay isn’t open, then 
surely Morton is. The 6’, 160- 
pound senior receiver from 
Salem is making his second 
appearance on the ANP All- 
Area team. Morton caught 34 
passes for 664 yards in 9984 and 
9 touchdowns. His two-year tot¬ 
als amount to 1088 yards and 14 
TDs. Morton is as versatile at 
receiver as Stoitsiadis is at 
quarterback, doubling as kick¬ 
off and punt return man, re¬ 
turning three of them this past 
season for scores. 

However, no team could run 
the ball or throw it if it isn’t'for 
a strong offensive line. This

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Barr receives post season honor 

Canton mentor is Coach of the Year

One of the goals of the Can¬ 
ton football team this season 
was to be the best team in the 
school’s history. A strong case 
can be made for saying the 
Chiefs reached their obiec- 
tive. 

The 1984 squad not only 
equaled the school’s best won- 
lost record at 4-5, they also 
scored more points and 
yielded fewer than any pre¬ 
vious Chief team. 

For these accomplish¬ 
ments, Associated Newspap¬ 
ers has named Plymouth- 
Canton coach Richard Barr as 
its Class A Coach of the Year. 

The personable Barr, now in 
his fifth year as a head coach 
and coming off a season that 
saw his team win only one 
game in nine tries, began this 


year with guarded optimism. 

“We desperately wanted to 
reach the .500 level,’’ Barr 
said, “and, with a few breaks 
we would have made it.” 

Made it indeed. With any 
luck at all the Chiefs could 
have realistically been 8-1. 
Only the Farmington Harri¬ 
son game was out of reach as 
Barr’s charges either had the 
lead or were tied late in all 
other contests. But a question¬ 
able penalty or an inadvertant 
fumble seemed to always be 
their downfall. 

To Barr’s credit the Chiefs 
came to play each week, no 
matter how tough the pre¬ 
vious loss might have been. 

“We feel Rich and his staff 
are doing a superb job,” says 
Plymouth-Canton athletic 
director John Sandmann.“'rhe 
attitude of his players and the 
number of kids who turn out 


indicate how highly he is 
thought of.” 

The 43 year old Barr has 
been in coaching for 20 years. 
Prior to taking the Canton 
head coaching job, Barr' 
served a four year stint as an 
assistant at arch-rival Ply- 
mouth-Salem, where oldest 
daughter Michelle is now a 
senior. Younger daughter 
Jennifer, a ninth grader at 
Pioneer Middle School, and 
wife Beverly are the other 
members of the Barr house¬ 
hold. 

Barr, who also serves as a 
physical education instructor 
at Canton, is optimistic about 
the future. 

“We are going to lose a lot of 
speed in our offensive back- 
field,” warned the Canton 
mentor, “but we will pick up 
some size from our very suc¬ 
cessful JV team.”

Preps pack power on offense, defense

If there is a glamour position 
on dfefense in today’s offensive- 
minded football, it has to be the 
linebacker, a position made 
more important by the switch 
to the 3-4 defensive scheme. 

The 1984 ANP All-Area defen¬ 
sive team also features the 
linebacker, strength of this 
squad lies in the four young 
men who occupied that position 
for their respective teams this 
past season. 

Leading this linebacking 
corps is 6-2, 210-pound senior 
Ken Krug of Belleville, de¬ 
scribed by Tigers’ head coach 
Pete O’Neill as the “heart of 
our defense, a leader, and very 
dedicated.” Krug was in on 61 
tackles and picked off two pas¬ 
ses. He also recovered three 
fumbles as he led the Tigers to 
a victory over traditional 
powerhouse Monroe and near¬ 
upsets of state powers Trenton 
and Dearborn Fordson. 

Joining Krug in the lineback¬ 
ing corps is 6-3, 225-pound 
senior Mike Korzetki of Wayne 
Memorial. Korzetki led the 
Zebras with 76 tackles and rec¬ 
overed two fumbles. 

Scott Campbell of Plymouth 
Canton, who rebounded from a 
1-8 season in 1983 to 4-5 this 
season, is the third linebacker 
on this squad. He was the 
Chief’s leading tackier and was 
voted first-team All-League in 



the Western Lakes Activities 
Association. 

John Montroy, a 5-10, 175- 
pound senior from Romulus’ 4-5 
squad, rounds out the lineback¬ 
ing corps. Voted All-League in 
his first year as a starter. Mon¬ 
troy was described by Eagles’ 
coach Norbert Glover as a 
“team leader who kept the 
team spirits up. He came on 
strong as a linebacker.” 

In front of these four line¬ 
backers is a defensive line that 
many a coach would not mind 
having as his own. The 
strength of this team lies at the 
defensive end position, manned 
by Jeff Meixner (Glenn) and 
Dennis Montie (Belleville). 

Meixner, at 6-3 the tallest 
Rocket and its most versatile, 
started both as a received and 
defensive end for two years for 
Gordon’s squad. Voted All- 
League as an end, Gordon 
praised Jeff as a ‘‘natural 
athlete (he was track MVP last 
spring) ... he had a very good 
year.” 

Meixner was third on the 
Rockets in tackle points with 
136 but picked off three passes 
from his end position and play¬ 
ed havoc with opposing quar¬ 
terbacks. He caught three 
touchdown passes including the 
one that tied the game at 46-46 
in that memorable four¬ 
overtime win against Redford 
Union. Coupled with the two he 
caught the year before, Meix¬ 


ner tied a long-standing Glenn 
record for TD passes caught in 
a career. 

At the other end of the ANP 
defensive line is 6-2, 195-pound 
Dennis Montie who, according 
to O’Neill, was “always around 
the ball.” If he wasn’t making 
47 solo tackles, he was sacking 
the quarterback thrice. Oppos¬ 
ing punters also feared him bee 
ause of two blocked punts and 
the rush he would put on them. 
And speaking of punting. Mon¬ 
tie proved his versatility by 
performing as the Tigers’ pun¬ 
ter, averaging 34 yards. 

Dave Kaitschuck of Wayne 
Memorial rounds out the line of 
the ANP squad. Called by Car¬ 
ter as his “most consistent line¬ 
man,” Kaitschuck (Sr., 6-0, 
190) was responsible for 52 
tackles and put pressure on 
opposing quarterbacks. He 
sacked four of them to lead the 
Zebras in that department and 
also recovered two fumbles. 

The defensive backfield fea¬ 
tured two athletes who helped 
their teams immensely at their 
position and provided senior 
leadership. Dave Knapp'of Ply¬ 
mouth Canton, described by 
Chiefs’ head coach Rich Barr, 
as “the best overall athlete on 
the team,” helped his team im¬ 
prove to 4-5 and kept opposing 
receivers busy. Knapp also ex¬ 
celled as the team’s quarter¬ 
back, leading them in rushing, 
including a 69-yard scoring run 


against Churchill. 

Scott Lucas, a 6-1, 172-pound 
senior from Glenn joins Knapp 
in the ANP defensive backfield. 
A two-time All-Leaguer, Lucas 
picked off three passes includ¬ 
ing one that he returned 56 
yards for touchdown against 
Belleville in the first game. 
Gordon described Lucas as “a 
very physical player, one that 
has all the traits you look for in 
a defensive back.” In addition 
to his football career, Lucas is 
an outstanding wrestler having 
earned All-League honors in 
that sport as well. 

Rounding out the ANP squad 
is Canton senior Dan Olsewski, 
who did the punting chores for 
the Chiefs and earns the nod as 
the All-Area punter for 1984. 
Olsewski averaged .44.6 yards 
every time he punted the pigs¬ 
kin and kept the Chiefs out of 
trouble most of the year.

If Mother Nature provides 
her usual snowfall this winter, 
sports enthusiasts can enjoy 
5,000 miles of snowmobile trails 
in Michigan. 

The 170 trails listed on the 
Auto Club of Michigan’s Snow¬ 
mobile Guide are located in 63 
state parks, two southern game 
areas, six state forests and four 
national forests. They range 
from the two-mile-long Camp 
Nine Trail near Connerville to 
the 200-mile network in the 
Ottawa National Forest, both in 
the Upper Peninsula. 

Snowfall is usually adequate 
for snowmobiling by Dec. 1 in 
the U.P. and by the Christmas 
holidays in Lower Michigan. 
State law requires snow depth 
of at least 4 inches on snow¬ 
mobiling trails. 

Trails will be opne Jan. 1 
through March 31 in southern 
game areas following the bow- 
and-arrow deer hunting season. 

The state’s public snow¬ 
mobile trails usually are 
groomed weekly by state work¬ 
ers and 50 local governement 
and private groups. Because 
state funding determines the 
extent of trail grooming, snow- 
mobilers should check condi¬ 
tions at local DNR offices be¬ 
fore starting a trip. 

Although off-trail snowmobil¬ 
ing is allowed on state forest 
land, it is prohibited or res¬ 
tricted in antional forests. Ran¬ 
gers’ offices should be con¬ 
tacted for rules. 

Some 190,000 snowmobiles 
are currently registered in 
Michigan compared to 240,000 
last year. Statewide registra¬ 
tions peaked at 400,000 in the 
early 1970s and dropped to 
232,000 in 1981. 

Registration is $15 per person

for a three-year period and 
non-residents are required to 
buy a $5 one-year permit per 
person. A $2 daily or $10 annual 
motor vehicle permit is re¬ 
quired to operate snowmobiles 
in state parks. 

Youths aged 12 to 16 who 
pass an eight-hour, state- 
approved snowmobile safety 
course may drive unsupervised 
across public land. Children 
under 12 must be supervised by 
an adult to ride on public prop¬ 
erty. 

Last year 12 persons lost 
their lives in snowmobiling 
accidents; 5 of the victims 
were on vehicles which fell 
through ice. 

Snowmobilers are urged to 
follow these safety rules: 

• Dress properly. Avoid clo¬ 
thing which may tangle in 
equipment. 

• Carry tools, spare parts 
and extra fuel. 

• Carry survival and first aid 
kits with a compass, maps, 
waterproof matches, food and 
extra clothing. 

• Stay on marked trails and 
watch for fences and wires con¬ 
cealed in snow. 

• Avoid alcohol consumption.

Pioneer spirit: Her enlistment makes history

She was born just before the 
1929 depression: she raised 
five children and grew to 
adulthood during a time 
when, for a man it would have 
been difficult to succeed, but 
as female, almost impossible. 

All these factors could con¬ 
siderably place her in the run¬ 
ning for a role as a “pioneer” 
of sorts for having succeeded 
where others had failed. 

But Annie Gilliard doesn’t 
think she is much of a 
pioneer. In fact, she just 
laughs at the suggestion and 
shrugs off the idea. 

She may be laughing, but 
members of the U.S. Marine 
Corp are taking her 
“pioneership” very seriously. 

Gilliard, a former Inkster 
resident of nine years, was 
honored Nov. 10 in San Diego 
by a club for black Marines, 
when the group got together 
to celebrate the 42nd 
anniversary of the Marine 
Corp. 

Gilliard was the first black 
female to enlist in the 
Marines. 

When she made the decision 
to enter in 1949, she had no 
idea that she was the first 
black female to do so. 

“If I had known all that I 
might of changed my mind,” 
she said, laughing. 

But, she added, “I have no 
complaints at all.” 

The idea to enter the ser¬ 
vice emerged simply enough 
for a female, who had just 
struggled successfully 
through two years of grueling 
business school at the Detroit 
Institute of Commerce. 

She was, she admitted, 
some what discouraged by the 
fact that she made more 
money working her way 
through school than she could 
have upon graduating. 

“I made more money jerk¬ 
ing sodas than being a secret¬ 
ary,” she said, pausing to add 
that it’s probably still that 
way today. 

So, after the hard work in 
school, she set herself up for 
an even greater challenge — 
she signed up, with four girl¬ 
friends, for the Marines — 
and was the only one 
accepted. - 

What would convince a 20- 
year-old woman, a young 
black woman, to enter the 
service (at a time when only 
six years earlier the Marine 
Corp has just begun enlisting 
blacks and in that very year 
she enlisted — 1949 — had just 
ended the practice of segre¬ 
gated training)? 

The answer, she said, is 
simple. 

She needed a job, money 
and a sense of security. Uncle 
Sam provided that. 

“You didn’t have to worry,” 
she offered as her prime 
reason for enlisting. “Every¬ 
thing was provided for you — 
food, housing, clothes.” 

That, and the fact that the 
television commercials call¬ 
ing for young adults to enter 
the services were so appealing. 

“It was something about 
that uniform (her two broth¬ 
ers were in the Air Force),” 
she said, “and that slogan 
“Just a few good men and a 
few good women.” 

She made it up in her mind 
then that she wanted to be one 
of those few good women. 

But she was only, and still 
is, five feet, two inches and a 
little over 100 pounds. 

“I had to have a weight 
waiver, and I ate bananas for 
more than a year,” she said, 
again laughing. 

Being a woman in the ser¬ 
vice didn’t bother her. In fact, 
it merely encouraged her to 
succeed. 

“A woman,” she repeated 
defensively. “Why, it’s my 
country too — I’ve always 
been patriotic.” 

She served for three years 
as a secretary for the Com¬ 
mandant’s Headquarters in 
Washington, D.C. 

After her Marine stint, she 
worked for the Air Force’s 
Willow Run plant as a secret- 
sary and later, as a civilian, as 
a secretary at Wayne County 
General Hospital. 

She recalled no instances of 
discrimination in the Marines 
and said that they did all they 
could to accommodate the 21 
girls — two of them black — 
in her platoon. 

She married in 1954 and 
lived in Inkster and later 


moved to Westland, where 
she’s lived for 27 years. 

After 30 years of marriage, 
she has finally settled down 
frorn all the ice skating, 
music, dancing and athletic 
events participated in by her 
three girls and two boys. 

One of her sons went into 
the Army, but after 18 months 
changed his mind. It wasn’t 
for him, she said, too hard. 

Her ability to survive the 
Marines stemmed from her 
childhood upbringing. 

She was used to hard work 
and giving respect. She was 
raised on a farm in Georgia 
and “did everything a man 
did,” including slopping the 
pigs and milking the cows. 

Going into the Marines, she 
said, was like going home. 

Her mother worked in a fac¬ 
tory, and it was her mother’s 
strong independence that led 
her to master her own fight¬ 
ing spirit. 

Her father, on the other 
hand, was just plain strict. 

She graduated from high 
school without ever having 
gone on a date. On those few 
occasions when, she did go 
out, her father accompanied 
her. 

“I’d rather have gone into 
the Marine Corp than stay 
home with dear, old dad,” she 
recalled. 

Nowadays, she is settled into 
the role of grandmother. No 


drills, no 5 a.m. wakeups, no 
Marine sergeant routine. 

“I’m just plain old mom.” 


The idea that she’s done 
something different — that 
she may have paved an easier 
path for others like herself. 


who were simply trying to 
survive the hard times, comes 
a little hard for her. The 
Marines, afterall, taught her 
reserve and humility. 



“I didn’t realize that maybe 
I have-something to be proud 
of —I guess I do now, but 
back then everyday was just 
life to me.”

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^slroup provides 
self-help, support 
for medical retiree 


“We’re too old to go back to 
school and too young for senior 
citizen activities. We’ve fallen 
through the cracks in the 
world.” 

The speaker was a member 
of the medical retirees support 
group, a self-help group for 
men and women who have been 
forced into early retirement be¬ 
cause of medical problems. 
Sponsored by Peoples Com¬ 
munity Hospital Authority 
(PCHA), the group meets each 
Thursday from 10 a.m. to 12 
noon at the PCHA central 
office annex in Wayne. 

“This group was started be¬ 
cause there are a large number 
of people facing critical prob¬ 
lems due to early retirement,” 
said Dave Brunette, the 
group’s organizer. “All of us 
have been employed for most 
of our lives and would work if 
it were possible. But suddenly 
we found ourselves unable to 
work and living on drastically 
reduced incomes. Financial 
pressures, loneliness and bore¬ 
dom built up and we had no 
outlet. Basically, that’s why the 
group was started, we needed 
help and there was no orga¬ 
nized way of getting it.” 

Brunette was a truck mecha¬ 
nic for 19 years until two se¬ 
rious heart attacks forced him 
into early retirement. The 
change in his medical condition 
brought about in his life was 
' drastic. 

“The problems are incredi¬ 
ble,” Brunette said, “they’re 
the kind that someone who has 
not experienced them just can¬ 
not understand. Financially, 
there is a constant struggle 
with employers, social security 
and insurance companies. 
Many of us still have children 


at home to support. Beyond 
that there’s the monotony of 
each day being unable to work, 
sometimes being unable to 
even go for a walk. 

“It’s a major change in a 
person’s life, a change that re¬ 
quires support.” 

Never the type to remain 
idle. Brunette began searching 
for ways to actively solve the 
problems he encountered. One 
sympathetic listener was 
Robert Wagner, a PCHA board 
member from Westland. Wag¬ 
ner interested the PCHA admi¬ 
nistration in the problem of 
medical retirees with the result 
that the support group was 
formed under the direction of 
PCHA Health Education Direc¬ 
tor Mary Anne Homann. 

“We began to meet in May 
and now have about 10 mem¬ 
bers,” Brunette said. “At each 
meeting we have a guest 
speaker who addresses some 
issue of concern to us. We’ve 
had lawyers, psychologist and 
occupational therapists. 

“And part of each meeting is 
devoted to talking among 
ourselves, sharing experiences 
and working out solutions to 
problems. One major strength 
of this group is the mutual sup¬ 
port and aid we give each 
other. We all have each other’s 
phone numbers and on rough 
days we can call each other. 

“Because the mutual support 
is so important we’re actively 
recruiting new members. 
There are a great number of 
people with the same problem 
and they are all invited to join 
us.”
